Princess Anne later rejoined the

The Britannia sailed for Patricia 
Bay late Tuesday night and at 10 
a.m. today, the royal family will 
disembark there from the royal 
yacht and proceed to Victoria air¬ 
port. 

Their plane will take them to 
Cranbrook for the start of a tour of 
the rest of B.C. that will bring them 
back to Victoria Mav 11.

Gas Surprise 


FROM a strictly layman's viewpoint, I 
can’t say that natural gas home heating is 
superior to oil and I’ve fueled under both 
systems. I might throw in with the premier 
of our province that natural gas produces 
less pollution than oil and along with 
thousands of others, I would have to agree 
we should have the natural gas alternative 
here on the Island. 

But Premier Bennett surprises with his 
statements re a proposed pipeline. I’m 
surprised that he would even hint that public 
enterprise would do the job if private 
industry doesn’t respond to his prodding. 

BENNETT’S government, I suggest, would 
have about as much chance of financing such 
a project as I would of financing anything 
more titan a two-week vacation. It is 
an absurdity to believe that a hand-pressed 
government would even consider such a 
gigantic undertaking. 

Point two — the fact Bennett has ruled 
out existing pipeline companies from building 
the line. This, of course, includes West Coast 
Transmission, certainly the pioneer and 
major pipeline company in the West. 

.Uxrtit a year ago I had a long 
conversation with West Coast president 
Frank McMahon. McMahon^ became one of 
the richest men in Canada in the post-war oil 
boom and had long been in the forefront of 
pipeline building. He was discussing a 
pipeline from the Prudhoe Bay area to run to 
the United States. The figures he gave were 
mind toggling, and while the Island pipeline 
would lie nowhere near the Prudhoe Bay 
venutre in cost. I think it would still be far 
above the $100,000,000 figure being bandied 
ahniit. 

PREMIER BENNETT told our Ian Street 
the proposals, in the form of comprehensive 
technical and economic feasibility studies, 
including estimated rates and revenues, 
financing ,»f the project and a timetable and 
- schedule of construction, must be in the 
government’s hands by July 30. 

Already big business is calling such a 


deadline unrealistic and, indeed, there are 
those who doubt any company will be able to 
comply. 

Therefore it is reasonably safe to assume 
Bennett has some political move up his 
sleeve and you can be sure it will be of 
benefit to the ruling Socred party. But again, 
it is also safe to assume Bennett’s 
government will not be going the pipeline bit 
alone. 

The premier is having enough trouble in 
the utilities field with B.C. Hydro without 
going off the deep end again with a plunge 
into the pipeline business. The fanfare he 
gave the initial statement, however, means 
there’s a lot more to the scheme than meets 
the eye at this time. 

□ 

AFTER writing a piece about David 
Anderson and how a vote for him in the next 
federal election, regardless of his reasonably 
good performance bis first time around, 
would still be a vote for the Trudeau team. I 
received a phone call (name withheld) telling 
me that Anderson would not be running as a 
Liberal in the next election, but as an 
independent. Heard the same story Friday 
night in Vancouver, from one of those 
supposed usually reliable sources. When in 
doubt, check with the horse’s mouth and I’m 
not suggesting Anderson’s mouth resembles 
that of a horse. 

“ABSOLUTE SPECULATION.” Anderson 
told me. “Absurd, poppycock.’’ 

He assured me that while he has been 
fighting policy matters within the party, he 
has not given any consideration to bolting the 
party and will run under the same banner 
next time. 

Incidentally, he is supremely confident the 
Liberals will do even better at the polls next 
time than they did in 1968, figuring they will 
pick up some seats in the Maritimes and on 
the Prairies. 

And with that unpleasant thought. I leave 
you for this day.

BONN — Hundreds of 
millions of dollars in hot 
money flowed into West Ger¬ 
many Tuesday as speculation 
mounted that the government 
will soon be forced to float 
the mark or revalue it for tha 
second time in 18 months. 

TTie latest speculative in¬ 
flow was prompted by recom¬ 
mendations from four of five 
economic institutes published 
Monday that the mark be 
floated to combat inflation. It 
was further fired by Chan¬ 
cellor Willy Brandt at a 
meeting Tuesday of his Social 
Demo cratic parliamentary 
faction. He said that despite 
criticism the government 
would do whatever was nec¬ 
essary to halt inflation. 

The move to float the mark 
has been attacked by indus¬ 
try, the banks and the 
farmers, and Brandt’s re¬ 
mark seemed certain to in¬ 
crease speculation. Brandt 
said he would put his own 


house * in order if die Euro¬ 
pean dollar could not be 
strengthened. 

The West German federal 
bank bought between $700 
million and $800 million Tues¬ 
day amid the speculation. 

I n Washington Treasury 
Secretary John.Connally said 
Tuesday night the United 
States sees no need for 
change in the current struc¬ 
ture of foreign exchange 
parities. 

In a statement about the 
large speculative flow of 
funds into West Germany 
Tuesday, he said die U.S. will 
continue to cooperate with 
other countries in maintaining 
the stability of the interna¬ 
tional monetary system.

New Communist Chief’s Debut 
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Berlin Attitude Toughens 


BONN — Erich Honecker’s 
first speech as East German 
Communist Party chief ap¬ 
peared Tuesday to confirm 
fears that hl« elevation meant 
a return to an era of 
confrontation In East-West 
politics. 

The 58-yearold Honecker, 
who succeeded Walter Ul- 
brlcht in the party post 


Monday, demanded that Bonn 
ratify its normalization 
treaties with the Soviet Union 
and Poland without delay. He 
also said that Bonn's dream 
of special relations between 
the two Gerraanies was a 
crass affront to reality. 

West Germany insists there 
will be no ratification of the 
treaties until a satisfactory 
Berlin deal is worked but by 
the four powers. This was 


repeated by West German 
government spokesmen Tues¬ 
day in rejecting Honecker’s 
demands. ( 

Honecker spoke Monday to 
the party central committee 
in East Berlin, which also 
accepted Ulbricht’s resigna¬ 
tion. First word of his speech 
aurfaced Tuesday, published 
by the Bast German party 
organ Neues Deutschland. 

In the key passage, Hon¬ 


ecker drew the attention of 
what he called the ruling 
circles In West Germany to 
the hopeless attempts to 
change the power relation¬ 
ships in Europe to the ad- 
vantage of imperialism. 
These were, he said, the 
linking of the treaties to a 
Berlin settlement plus the 
efforts of the Bonn regime to 
force the re-armament of ihe 
aggressive NATO pact.

Gas Surprise 


FROM a strictly layman’s viewpoint, I 
can't say that natural gas home heating is 
superior to oil and I've fueled under both 
systems. I might throw in with the premier 
of our province that natural gas produces 
less pollution than oil and along with 
thousands of others, I would have to agree 
we should have the natural gas alternative 
here on the Island. 

But Premier Bennett surprises with his 
statements re a proposed pipeline. I'm 
surprised that he would even hint that public 
enterprise would do the job if private 
industry doesn’t respond to his prodding. 

BENNETT’S government, I suggest, would 
have about as much chance of financing such 
a project as I would of financing anything 
more than a two-week vacation. It is 
an absurdity to believe that a hard-pressed 
government would even consider such a 
gigantic undertaking.

BONN — Hundreds of 
millions of dollars in hot 
money flowed into West Ger¬ 
many Tuesday as speculation 
mounted that the government 
will soon be forced to float 
the mark or revalue it for the 
second time in 18 months.

' The Opposition, Mr. Anderson says, too often tries 
to make headlines with trick questions.

Trudeau’s New City 


P RIME MINISTER TRUDEAU'S suggestion that 
his government would be willing to assist 
10,000 Canadian youths create a new city in 
Canada’s northland is an imaginative and exciting 
one. 

However, though our swinging leader offers 
such an enterprise as a challenge to test the values 
of young Canadians and observes that they have 
engineers, doctors and “some groovy people,” some 
of the more practical aspects of a plan of this 
nature seems to have escaped him. 

Does he envisage such a city to be a massive 
commune made up of young people all doing their 
non productive thing at the cost of the Canadian 
taxpayers? Certainly this might be one way of 
ridding the more over-populated metropolitan 
areas of unemployed and unemployable young 
people who might be potential trouble-makers, 
though if this is what he has in mind it smacks 
more of the old Siberia-type concentration camp 
than a beautiful new city. 


On the other hand, though, he might visualize 
Ihousands of young people heading north, armed 
with picks, shovels and the impedimenta, spirit and 
guts required to pioneer a new and self-supporting 
community. And this we could all applaud for it is 
certain that our young people could and would rise 
to the occasion. Unfortunately s-uch an experiment 
would be very costly — perhaps so costly that the 
government would have difficulty in finding 
enough taxpayers’ dollars to underwrite it. 

Still and all, Mr. Trudeau's closest and dearest 
follower's have been known to claim that he is not 
averse to pel-forming miracles wilh sonic slight 
assistance from his planners and economists. And 
so it all might very well come to pass. 

Should he fail to produce however, he might 
be accused of using the carrot-bait bit on Canadian 
youth and will find to his dismay that though some 
of their leaders are asses, young Canadians are not 
the donkeys many of their elders have been.

Welfare Schemes Divorced from Need 


r Lj question tiie welfare 
state philosophy does not 
mean questioning the need for 
state welfare programs. 

Every society, however 
much it may strive to offer 
equal opportunity to all its 
members in shaping their 
lives, has to face the fact that 
while men are bom equal as 
human beings, they are not 
bom with equal aptitudea, 
talents, energy, physical and 
mental strength and health. 

Some are bom with such 
physical or mental handicaps 
that even if the ideal of 
absolute equality of oppor¬ 
tunity were attainable, It 
would have no meaning for 
them. For such unfortunate 
people a cradle-to-grave wel¬ 
fare program is a moral 
obligation of the community 
as a whole. 

At the other end of the 
scale of natural inequality 
there are people whose 
talents coupled with aggres¬ 
sive self-assertiveness, could 
develop i n to a bullying 
menace without some restric¬ 
tions imposed and enforced 
by the society through its 
government.

Between these two ex¬ 
tremes there is an infinite 
variety of individual aptitudes 
for productive. self-reHant 
lives within a reasonable 
collective framework of a 
national entity. 

Due to the rapidly-changing 
complexity of the economic 
structure of the modem in¬ 
dustrial state, it often hap¬ 
pens that even well-trained, 
skilled citizens lose their jobs 
or, having finished their train¬ 
ing, cannot find employment. 
These people who, through no 
fault of their own, cannot 
support themselves while 
seeking work, need and must 
get assistance from the pro¬ 
ductive members of the com¬ 
munity. 

No one in his right mind 
questions social security and 
welfare programs designed to 
assist the work-aeeklng job¬ 
less, the physically or men¬ 
tally ill, the permanently 
disabled, and the needy aged. 


The questioning starts where 
public assistance schemes are 
divorced from actual need. 

This happens when social 
security programs are shaped 
not by the actual and con¬ 
stantly changing conditions 
within the society, they are 
supposed to serve, but by the 
philosophy of welfare uni¬ 
versality which, while claim¬ 
ing alleviation of hardship- as 
its aim. In fact constructs a 
mac hinery for wholesale 
u n dermining of individual 
Initiative, productive effort, 
self-reliance and indepen¬ 
dence. 

Apart from fostering ever- 
e x panding dependency on 
g o vemment handouts, un¬ 
qualified welfare schemes put 
a heavy tax burden on the 
productive citizens. At a 
certain level, rising taxes kill 
the material incentive most 
people need for improving 
their work performance. At 
the same time, diffusion of 
welfare makes effective assis¬ 
tance to those who really 
need it virtually impossible. 

The universality of welfare 
meaaures Is defended by the 
argument that, apart from 
easy administration, it pro¬ 
tect* the dignity of the needy 
by avoiding a means test 
which is regarded as intoler¬ 
able, degrading snooping into 
people's private affairs.

people, originally settled in 
1X82 by Italians from Roseto 
Valfortore in Southern Italy. 

It has a cohesive social 
structure, no poverty and 
very little crime. 

The men are the unchal¬ 
lenged heads of their house¬ 
holds, and the elderly are 
revered and retain their in¬ 
fluence over family affairs. 
There Is great civic pride and 
prompt and generous finan¬ 
cial assistance to neighbors in 
need. The total effect is one 
of mutual support and under¬ 
standing. Over a recent 12- 
year period, the death rate in 
the community from heart 
disease (now one of the 
greatest killers in industrially- 
advanced countries) was less 
than half that in neighboring 
communities or in the United 
States as a whole, although 
the usual risk factors associ¬ 
ated with affluence—obesity, 
smoking, etc., were all pres¬ 
ent, and relatives living in 
the cities of New York or 
Philadelphia had a death rate 
from heart disease close to 
the national average. 

★ ★ ★ 

Roseto figures in a report 
just published by the World 
Health Organization and the 
University of Uppsala, 
Sweden, entitled Society, 
Stress and Disease. The re¬ 
port points out that, with the 
exception of such communi¬ 
ties as Rosetb, in modern 
western culture wives and 
children are much more 
emancipated than they were 
In the 19th century. Inter¬ 
views with wives of patients 
suffering from heart dispase, 
says the report, usually re¬ 
veal that they are unaware 
that their unsubmissive be¬ 
havior could be both irritating 
and frustrating to their hus¬ 
bands - nor do they seem 
capable of displaying the 
affection that their husbands 
need. 

The report describes the 


typical sufferer from heart 
disease as a hardworking, 
independent male who strives 
tirelessly for success for 
himself and his family. This 
kind of life Is characterized 
by persistent endeavor, high 
consumption of animal fats, 
cigarette smoking and lack of 
exercise; and it is known that 
affluence increases the risk of 
heart disease because of the 
increased prevalence of 
obesity, high blood pressure 
and diabetes associated with 
it. 

* * * 

Social customs, the report 
states, have a profound in¬ 
fluence on the incidence of 
disease and are reflected In 
ll>o prevalence of different 
diseases in different cultures. 
In Europe and North Amer¬ 
ica, for example, lung tumors 
from smoking and cirrhosis of 
the liver from drinking are 
the result of the abuse of 
widely practised social habits. 

High blood pressure is a 
major cause of death in 
socially-advanced Japan but 
virtually unknown in New 
Guinea and some of the 
Pacific Islands. 

It is also very frequent 
among Negro populations in 
the large northern industrial 
cities of the United States, 
hut not In the Negro popula¬ 
tion of Central and West 
Africa, from whom most of 
the American Negroes are 
descended. 

Sudden changes In the 
structure of society can also 
have marked effects on the 
p r e v alence of p&rticular 
diseases. A striking example 
is the Netherlands where, 
after the German invasion of 
1940, there was a sharp 
increase in the Incidence of 
peptic ulcers in the popula¬ 
tion. The report says that this 
was unlikely to have been 
caused by the wartime food 
shortages because, toward* 
the end of the war, when the 


The Good, Old-Fashioned Pawnshop 


It’* a peculiar argument, 
for every taxpayer i* annually 
subjected to what amount* to 
a means test when his. income 
tax return is scrutinized by 
the officialdom. If we accept 
the premise that most people 
who need public assistance 
are victim* of socio-economic 
circumstance* beyond their 
control, there is nothing de¬ 
grading and dehumanizing in 
examination of those circum¬ 
stances. 

Our bureaucracy Is cer¬ 
tainly large enough to under¬ 
take the task without undue 
strain and the procedure, 
'once accepted In principle, 
would fit public assistance to 
actual need. The funds now 


I T never occurred to me just 
how drastically this world 
has changed particularly 
for young adults — until I 
read that pawnshops were 
going out of business. There 
simply wasn’t enough trade, 
the news item said, to keep 
the good, old-fashioned pawn¬ 
shop going. 

Now, I was dimly aware 
that young adults had adopted 
some different lifestyles. 
Thev were, or so I heard, 
drinking less and smoking 
more. In other words, there 
was a new kind of high In the 
land. 

But It never occurred to me 
that the time would ever 
come when a young adult 
would not be In need of a 
quick buck a day or so prior 
to pay day.

Perhaps things are ao 
changed that young people 
now never run short of cash. 
But In my day "the shorts” 
was a disease that afflicted 
almost all of us.

Be¬ 
cause He had tried to touch 
you for a deuce the day

before. So you ambled over to 
your favorite pawnshop and 
hocked your watch. 

This was such an ordinary 
procedure you never even 
discussed the price. Vou 
showed your friend behind the 
grill your watch. Then he 
would nod, make out a ticket 
and hand you S10. 

Mind you. this system did 
have its minor risks. There 
was the time, for instance, 
when a pawnshop In which 
my watch was resting got hit 
by a bomb. My sole bit of 
collateral went up In a cloud 
of flame and masonry and 
dust.

My financial equilibrium 
was not restored until my 
company gave me a portable 
typewriter in the hope that 
this would Inspire me lo do 
some work when I was on out- 
of-town assignments. 

When my stint with that 
outfit was over and I had to 
return the typewriter, the boss 
was most impressed. "You 
certainly took good care of 
it," he said, looking at the- 
portable. 

T was too modest to tell him 
the truth — that actually, I 
hadn't been looking after the 
machine. Instead, it had been 


resting quietly in a pawnshop 
for most of the tjme I had it. 

After all. any reporter on 
the road who can’t borrow the 
use of a typewriter really 
isn’t trying. 

1 was not alone in my 
alfeotinn for honest pawn¬ 
shops. Most of my friends 
were engaged in the same 
love affair. One I know of — I 
won't mention his name be¬ 
cause lie is now a respectable 
editorial writer — once in¬ 
herited a large accordion.

Fortunately for the state of 
our friendship, he never tried 
to learn to play tlie thing. But 
time and again it saved us 
from all those ugljf side- 
effect* usually associated 
with malnutrition. 

There were also those 
plutocrats, a kind of aristoc¬ 
racy of the plebians. If there 
can be such a thing. These 
were yoyng men who had 
Inherited a little something 
from a relative. Not money, 
naturally. 

But something like a good 
diamond ring. Or a genuine 
pearl stick-pin. 

These young men had no 
use for such accessories as 
far as wearing apparel went. 
But they were given the red 


carpet treatment In the 
pawnshop of their choice 
when they decided that It was 
time to raise a bit of scratch 
via the family heirloom route. 

The pawnshop, in fact, was 
a way of life. Today, for 
heaven's sake, people actually 
l»y to have their winter coat* 
stored through the summer. 
Then, we took our coats to 
Ihe pawnshop where they 
were not only looked after all 
summer — we actually had a 
little money to spend In those 
first gay. carefree days of 
spring. 

(Getting a winter troal out 
of hock was another thing 
But who wants to listen to 
horror stories about young 
men getting frostbite while 
waiting for a bus — and the 
next pay day?)

However now, or so I am 
told, many old and honorable 
pawnshops are quietly fading 
away. Their once indispens¬ 
able servlcea are no longer 
needpd, it would seem. 

Today, I guest, everybody 
1 * so affluent no one even 
recalls that that old song, Pop 
Goes the Weasel, was once 
the national anthem for those 
of us who used the pawnshops 
regularly. Or that the term to 
"pop the weasel" meant to 
put something Into hock.

food situation was even 
worse, ulcer patients experi¬ 
enced an amazing relief from 
their symptoms. 

In German concentration 
camps there were also un¬ 
expected changes In the pat¬ 
tern of disease. Peptic ulcers, 
for example, were extremely 
rare, perhaps became life for 
the prisoners had a peculiar 
emotional simplicity, in spite 
of the cruel and threatening 
conditions. Emotions were 
freely expressed, and there 
were no conflicts of duty or 
conscience, little attempt at 
face-saving and no decisions 
to be made. Asthma, mi¬ 
graine and appendicitis 
seemed to vanish under these 
harsh conditions. Gallstones, 
heart disease and high blood 
pressure did not disapiiear hurt 
were greatly reduced in fre¬ 
quency and severity.

It Is clear from these nnd 
other data, the report states, 
that "stress can play a major 
part In the incidence and 
pattern of disease under 
different psycho-social condi¬ 
tions.” Asthma In children is 
believed to be often caused by 
reaction to a domineering 
parent. Many child patients 
transferred from the family 
home to special institutions 
remain free from attacks 
even without medication, al¬ 
though they often recur on 
return home. The report also 
notes that asthmatic children 
have improved after psychi¬ 
atric treatment of the mother, 
even if the child lias never 
seen the psychiatrist. 

Among the more reliable 
physical indicators of stress is 
the level of adrenalin in the 
body. The report quotes an 
experiment where 12 healthy 
young female invoice clerks 
were studied for four days in 
their normal working environ¬ 
ment. On the second and 
fourth days they worked as 
they normally did, for a fixed 
monthly salary. On the first 
and third days piecework 
bonuses were added to their 
salaries. On these piecework 
days output rose by 114 per 
cent. Corresponding to this, 
there was a 40 per cent rise 
in adrenalin secretion and the 
girls complained of fatigue, 
backache and pains In the 
arms and shoulder*.

prehistoric ancestors. How- 
ever, individual responses 
show wide variation: a well- 
adjusted man with a happy 
family life may he able to 
rope with stresses at work 
that another man would find 
impossible. Much greater at¬ 
tention should be paid to the 
individual’s choice of job, 
says the report, and better 
personnel management and 
staff welfure programs are 
needed at all levels of indus¬ 
try. 

★ ★ ★ 

A specific measure already 
adopted in some countries to 
combat heart disease Is to 
offer workers periodic rests 
in peaceful rural recondition¬ 
ing centres. These have long 
been a feature of industrial 
life in the Soviet Union, and 
with a group of 1,500 worker* 
in West Germany absentee¬ 
ism in a two-year-|M*riod was 
reduced hy 69 per cent after 
the Institution of periodic 
rests. 

Limited periods spent in 
rest centres are obviously not 
able to provide lasting protec¬ 
tion against heart disease, 
says the report. Their main 
value probably lies In the 
changed attitude of the par¬ 
ticipants and their willingness 
to continue systematic health 
regimes when tlioy return 
home. It concludes: "As the 
cost of running these centres 
ap|>cars to be recovered by 
better health and increased 
working ability of the partici¬ 
pants, the establishment of 
similar centres in other coun¬ 
tries would seem to be worth 
consideration,"

West Germany l>eeamf a 
sovereign state the Federal 
Republic of West Germany - 
ltt years ago today—In 1955. 
On this day, the ambassadors 
of Britain and France de¬ 
posited in Bonn their govern¬ 
ments' ratification of the 
Paris agreements, announced 
Oct. 25. 1954, ending the 10- 
year occupation. West Ger¬ 
many beenme a full member 
of NATO four days later. 


A number of aspects of 
normal working life in ad¬ 
vanced countries can give rise 
to stresses which, in turn, the 
report states, can cause 
disease.

Chou Regains Control in China

The moderate leaders behind China’s increas¬ 
ingly active and positive foreign policy are firmly in 
the saddle in Peking, while bellicose radicals are de¬ 
clining in influence. 

Fresh evidence of the grow¬ 
ing power of Premier Chou 
En-lai, architect of Peking’s 
table tennis diplomacy and a 
generally friendlier attitude, 
emerged from the events 
surrounding China's May Day 
celebration. 

Perhaps the most dramatic 
development was the return 
to public view of Chen Yi, 

China’s foreign minister since 
1958 and an old ally and 
protege of Chou. 

But Chou’s hand and his 
strength in the Peking leader 
ship were also apparent in the 


outward-looking May Day edi¬ 
torial, in the continued 
absence of two high-ranking 
leftist radicals and in the 
greater number of foreign 
visitors to Peking. 

May Day 1971, bearing 
Chou's distinct imprint, was a 
fitting sequel to the new 
approach in Peking's foreign 
relations which blossomed 
last month when China spread 
the red carpet for western 
table tennis delegations, in¬ 
cluding the first American 
sports group to visit the 
People’s Republic. 


Western newsmen also were 
admitted to Chigft, among 
them for the first time a few 
Amer lean correspondents. 
Some were permitted to stay 
after the teams had left. 

Chou, considered a mod¬ 
erate in the Peking leader¬ 
ship, has steadily been gain¬ 
ing ground against the rad¬ 
icals in restoring China’s 
foreign contacts and turning a 
smiling face to the world. 

Chen Yi’s return is a 
measure of Chou's success. 
Chen was denounced by mili¬ 
tant Red Guards four years 
ago, in part for advocating 
some of the same things Chou 
is advocating now — peaceful 
co-existence and concessions 
for the sake of better rela¬ 
tions with foreign countries.

Why Sadat Got Rid of Sabri

The dramatic ouster of the 
president of Egyiit appears to 
reasons. 

The 55-year-old Sabri was 
President Anwar Sadat's clos¬ 
est rival f<«* power in Egypt, 
and Saliri was known to have 
thought that he should have 
been chosen to succeed the 
late President Nasser. 

Sabri also resented the fact 
that he was usually men¬ 
tioned after the other vice 
p resident, Hussein Shafei, 
which appeared to indicate 
that he was “second” vice 
president. 

As a consequence, Sabri 
was thought to be building up 
his own power base in the 
Arab Socialist Union, the 
nation’s only political party, 
of which he was secretary 
general until the 1967 war 
with Israel. Sabri, too, was 
believed to be trying to 
establish his influence among 
young Egyptian,, army of¬ 
ficers. particularly those en¬ 
trusted with the air defence 
system supplied by the Soviet 
Union.

Sabri was in charge of liaison 
with the Soviet experts who

Another key reason for 
Sadat's firing of his old 
comrade — Sadat and the two 
vice presidents ai-e the only 
remaining members of the 
junta that overthrew King 
Farouk in 1952 — is thought 
be be Sabri’s reported opposi¬ 
tion to Sadat’s peace settle¬ 
ment initiatives. 

Sabri has a tougher line 
inside the Arab Socialist 
Union toward the peace talks, 
and he leads a faction that 
maintains that only a ''mili¬ 
tary solution” will force the 
Israelis to withdraw from the 
Sinai Penninsula. 

Sabri is also thought, to 
believe that an arranged 
settlement, coming as a re¬ 
sult of U.S. Secretary of State 
William Rogers instigation, 
would tend to benefit the 
United States at the expense 
of the Soviet Union. 

These views tended to put 
Sabri in conflict with Sadat, 
and thus was triggered the 



most serious domestic rup¬ 
ture In Sadat’s six months as 
president. 

It is not clear what part 
differences in opinion about 
tt>e new federation of Egypt, 
Syria and Libya played in 
Sabri's ouster. But It seems 
evident that the Arab Social¬ 
ists Union central committee 
had more reservations about 


the federation than did Presi¬ 
dent Sadat. 

The central committee only 
r e r a tified the federation 
agreement after substantial 
amendments which loosened 
the federation and called for 
unanimous decisions in order 
that Egypt could not be 
outvoted by the two lesser 
partners. 

The facl that Sabri’s ouster 
came only 48 hours before 
Rogers’ visit indicates how 
sharp the differences between 
the two officials must have 
become. 

Sources also speculated that 
Sadat did not want Sabri to 
participate in the talks with 
Rogers and his entourage. 

Though Sabri has long been 
identified as the most Soviet¬ 
leaning of the top Egyptian 
leaders, his ouster does not 
appear to signal any signifi¬ 
cant changes in relations 
between Cairo and Moscow. 

But Sabri’s firing does 
emphasize the mounting op¬ 
position pressures on Presi¬ 
dent Sadat to either obtain a 
favorable settlement from the 
Israelis — or break the cease¬ 
fire along the Suez Canal with 
another round of shooting. 


Chou En-lai 


Chou threw his weight 
behind Chen to save him from 
the rampaging Red Guards 
and to salvage China’s foreign 
ministry apparatus from the 
ideological and political 
struggles raging throughout 
China during the cultural 
revolution. 

But even with Chou’s sup¬ 
port, Chen dropped out of 
sight in the fall erf 1969. 
Others took over his public 
functions, and while no one 
was named in his place, an 
acting foreign minister was 
designated. 

Chen’s presence among top 
Chinese leaders on May Day 
was a triumph for Chou. His 
listing just after members of 
the political bureau and be¬ 
fore other members of the 
central committee heightened 
the impression that his for¬ 
tunes have risen, and that he 
might even take over his 
foreign affairs duties again. 

While Chen Yi returned to 
public life, two radical mem¬ 
bers of the powerful five-man 
political bureau failed again 
to appear on May Day. They 
were Chen Po-ta, a close 
associate and ghost writer of 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung, and 
Kang Sheng, believed to be 
head of the secret police. 

Chen Po-ta was chairman of 
the Cultural Revolution 
Groups which directed the 
leftist assault on established 
party and government offi¬ 
cials. Kang was an adviser 
and power behind the scenes. 

Both were considered part 
of the group of militant 
hardliners including Mao's 
wife, Chlang Ching. which 
inspired and exhorted the 


radicals against the conserva¬ 
tives and moderates. 

Chen Po-ta has not been 
mentioned publicly since last 
August and Kang Sheng not 
since November. Their ab¬ 
sence greatly strengthens the 
hand of Chou and other 
moderates. 

The rf contrast between 
China's posture in the past 
and that today was strikingly 
evident in the difference 
between last year’s May Day 
editorial by Peking’s three 
leading journals and the com¬ 
parable joint editorial this 
year. 

Last year, a week after 
China launched its first earth 
satellite, the editorial was 
inward-looking, narrow, full of 
defensive, chauvinistic pride 
that China finally was match¬ 
ing the achievements of ad¬ 
vanced nations. 

Entitled “A Great People, 
Brave, Industrious and Intel¬ 
ligent,” the editorial pro¬ 
claimed: 

“What the bourgeoisie of 
the West can do, the prole¬ 
tariat of the East certainly 
can.” 

Scorning those who said 
China would be forced either 
to accept aid from the United 
States or the Soviet Union, 
the 1970 editorial said: 

“Are not the Chinese people 
living much better without 
them? China’s wheel of his¬ 
tory will roll on, crushing all 
the hindrances and sabotage 
by imperialsim and social 
imperialism!” 

The editorial this year was 
completely different, begin¬ 
ning with the title, "Live the 
Great Unity of the People of 
the World!" It was outward¬ 
looking, positive and full of 
confidence. 

The theme was China's 
internationalist duty to sup- 
port the re volutionary 
struggle of the world’s peo¬ 
ples against “imperialsim, 
revisionism and reaction." 

The strategy is the united 
front, “to unite with all forces 
that can be united, the enemy 
exceped, and stand In unity 
with the people who constitute 
more than 90 per cent of the 
world's population.” 

The editorial added that 
China strives for “peaceful co¬ 
existence with countries hav¬ 
ing different social system* 
on the basis of the five 
principles of mutual respect 
for territorial integrity and 
sovereignty, mutual non- 
aggrcMHiun, noninterference in 
each others internal affairs, 
equality and mutual benefit 
and peaceful co-existence."

Labor Speaks 
With Armbands

Red armbands — not cherry blossoms — are 
the harbingers of spring this year in Tokyo. But 
there’s nothing political; they are worn by workers 
demanding pay raises. 

This peculiarly Japanese form of on-the-job 
protest was known, but not widely used, before 
the Second World War. It got a new start only six 
years ago at the Tokyo Hilton Hotel when bellboys, 
waiters and clerks donned the ribbons to signify 
their dissatisfaction with a management pay offer. 

Workers in other hotels quickly followed suit 
in pursuing their annual “spring struggle” for 
higher pay. Employees of other businesses In which 
contact with the public is a factor—such as banks 
—also adopted the method. Foreign-operated firms 
have been frequent targets. 1 

Traditionally, the badge of protest in Japan 
was the hachimakl, a band tied around the head, 
and this is still used by farmers, factory workers 
and housewives to demonstrate against poor 
markets, low wages or high retail prices. 

The hachimakl was considered undignified 
for office workers until this year when women 
employees of Mobile Oil Co. in Japan started 
wearing their protest armbands as hair ribbons. 

So far, the method has been so effective 
Japanese workers are not yet emulating their 
Korean colleagues. Staff members of a Seoul 
bank escalated the on-the-job strike technique by 
wearing tiger masks which brought business to a 
standstill. Customers were too frightened to deal 
with the ferociously masked clerks. 


But Ky. who had virtually 
run the show as prime 
minister, had his wings se¬ 
verely trimmed. His friends 
and associates were quietly 
weeded out of positions of 
responsibility and Ky found 
himself with an office and 
very little to do. 

He has matured during the 
years. He is no longer brash 
and impulsive. He doesn't 
think any longer of_ carrying 
the war to the North. 

His statement to a recent 
news conference in Saigon 
was typical of the new Ky. 

"There is only one way to 
end the war, a political 
solution or an agreement.” he 
said. "Both parts of Vietnam 
must stop the war and rebuild 
the country. We are not to 
fight and kill each other for 
ever." 

This is excellent common 
sense, but to those who hoped 
that the voters might have 
been offered a real choice, 
there will be disappointment 
that Ky and not Big Minh is 
taking over the running. 

Even with a new image that 
Ky is now trying to project it 
will be difficult for the 
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Ky 
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unsophisticated voter to see in 
him anything but more of the 
same. 

What the Americans hoped 
for was a straight out fight 
between Thieu and Minh, with 
Thieu coming out nicely, but 
not too nicely, in front. Such a 
result would put the seal on 
past policies and appear as a 
vindication of Vietnamization 
and everything else. 

Though Vietnamese political 
observers report that Ky 
seems to have a big following 
in the urban areas, and that 
some sections of the armed 
forces continue to look to him 
for leadership, his chances at 
this stage or the election race 
seem poor. He may succeed 
in jiersuading people like 
Minh to support him but it is 
difficult to believe that he can 
hope to crack Thieu’s hold in 
the provinces. 

It 1 s also questionable 
whether he would truly be 
acceptable to the NLF as a 
serious peace negotiator. 

Thieu has not been the ideal 
president. He is no dictator 
but he has been too untrust¬ 
ing, too unwilling to share 
responsibility, or to accept 
advice. But he has. above 
everything else, provided 
Vietnam with political stabil¬ 
ity at a time when the 
withdrawal of the American 


forces might have led to the 
greatest difficulties. 

The country has had some 
breathing space and it is 
conceivable that the notable 
economic rural improvements 
may pose formidable diffi¬ 
culties for the North Vi¬ 
etnamese when they do move 
again. 

Certainly, a (juick military 
victory is not in sight for the 
North Vietnamese. And, as 
for the southerners. Ky is 
right when he says that 
complete military victory is 
out of the question. 

Common sense demands a 
p r operly-negotiated compro¬ 
mise settlement to this long, 
sad war. But, as ever, 
common sense in times of 
war is a scarce commodity. 
Wars seem to demand victors 
and vanquished, and until 
these are clearly seen in 
Vietnam the fighting, in one 
form or another, is likely to 
go on.

West Coast 
Oil Hunt 
To Resume

Shell Canada Ltd. has found a new partner and 
exploration for oil off the west coast of British 
Columbia is to resume this summer. 


Shell abandoned lta search 
two years ago after drilling 14 
exploratory wells in various 
locations off the west coast of 
Vanoouver Island and In the 
Hecate Strait. 

Now it lias concluded an 
agreement with Chevron 
Standard Ltd. whereby that 
company will conduct an 
offshore seismic program on 
a p p r o x i matoly 12,000,000 
acres held by Shell. Chevron 
has also undertaken to drill 
two or more exploratory wells 
to earn certain prescribed 
Interests in the Shell holdings. 

'Hie announcement was 
made by John Bookout, presi¬ 
dent of Shell Canada at his 
company's annual general 
meeting. 

Shell drilled Its 14 wells 
from an offshore drilling 
platform built In Victoria by 
VMD. The rig Is now drilling 
In southeast Asia and the 
platform which will be used 
by Chevron in the resumed 
exploration has not yet been 
identified. 


It might be smart for those 
making a trip to Europe this 
summer to consider how to 
provide themselves with cash 
requirements.

In London, France and 
Belgium there are more 
sellers than buyers of U.S. 
dollars, and West Germany 
may find itself forced for the 
second time in just over a 
year to float its mark so that 
it may find its market level. 



Chance of Further Rite 


With the chance of a 
further rise in the value of 
the German mark, money 
market specialists are busy 
trading their U.S. dollars into 
maiilcs and one Frankfort 
money market trader said 
foreign investors were selling 
11.8. dollars by the "basket¬ 
ful." 

The trouble is caused by the 
failure of the U.S. to restore a 
favorable international bal 
ance of payments. It has been 
warned recently by money 
market experts that some 
thing will have to be done to 
maintain an orderly system. 

A devaluation of the U.S. 
dollar is said by some to he 
dangerously close possibly by 
an Increase in the U.S. 
pegged price for gold at $35 
an ounce. 

In the c. 1 r cumstances 
travellers to Britain or Eur- 
o|»e, while the crisis lasts, 
could be wise to make sure 
that their cheques or orders 
are payable in Canadian 
dollars, sterling, or other 
European currency.

Kills Oyster Crop 


LA ROCHE BUR YON, 
Franca (UPI) — Eighty to. 
100 per cent of tills years crop 
of oysters are dying of a 
mysterious disease in their 
beds in the Atlantia ott the 
Vendee region of northwest 
France, officials seid 
recently. 

They said the disaster was 
even more serious than In the 
Ojarente area In the Bay of 
Biscay to the south where 
oyster farmers reported up to 


80 per cent dying from 
pollution of the sea. 

Oysters in the Vendee re¬ 
gion are worth about $2 
million a year, officials said. 

In the Charente area, 
oyster farmers already have 
ordered 50 tons of hardier 
Japanese oysters to reseed 
tiie lieds. 

They said they hoped the 
Jeiwnese epecias would resist 
oyster Illness more than Por¬ 
tuguese oysters which are 
traditional in the area.

Ends Goalkeeping Duel 


CHICAGO—Jim Pappin’s 
goal at 1:11 of the second 
overtime period ended a 
lengthy overtime win streak 
by Montreal Canadiens and 
gave Chicago Black Hawks 
a 2-1 victory in the opening 
game of the best-of-seven 
Stanley Cup final. 


The goal broke up e brilliant 
goal tending duel between Ken 
Dryden of the Canadlena and 
Tony Esposito. 

Dryden was the harder 
worked of the two but Montreal 
forced Esposito to be sharp on 
many occasions. 

Hawks, who have gone into 
overtime four times in this 
season’s playoffs, held an over¬ 
all advantage in the game, 
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When the B.C. Wildlife Federation meets in convention at 
Penticton, May 20 to May 22, the whole problem of forest flreR 
will be given an airing. 

One resolution scheduled for discussion calls for the 
Wildlife Federation to petition the forest service, the fish and 
wildlife branch and the parks branch to conduct Jointly or 
contract privately an intensive cost-benefit study comparing the 
direct costs of prevention of forest fires, and the losses to the 
forest resource by individual cause, with the values of 
recreation, guiding and logging, by individual ranger districts. 

“Conditioned through many years of the misuse of 
statistics, forest protection has become as emotion-motivated 
as motherhood,“ charges a supporting brief from the East 
Kootenay Wildlife Association. 

“The use of public funds in forest fire prevention and 
suppression, even where these costs exceed the values of the 
woodfibre lost, the suppression of fires In areas where the 
results are more beneficial than harmful, and the arbitrary 
exclusion of the public where the values of recreation far 
exceed the costs of suppression of mnn-cagsed fires, are 
accepted and condoned by the public," the brief laments. 

It acknowledges the B.C. forest service ha* done an 
outstanding Job of forest protection and has reduced 
significantly the amount of damage incurred by fires to the 
province’s forest resource. 

“However,” It continues, "the general policy that all forest 
fires must he controlled regardless of economic and ecological 
considerations and the arbitrary exclusion of public use during 
certain periods of high fire susceptibility must be questioned 
and should be examined thoroughly." 


A couple of weeks ago this writer wouldn’t have given this 
resolution much chance of serious consideration. We thought co¬ 
operation between recreationists, forest companies and the B.C. 
forest service was coming along fairly well. We had even 
suggested that the time had oome when the nuisance of 
obtaining forest-fire permits could be dispensed with and a fire- 
prevention education program stepped up. 

But. last week the B.C. forest service declared war on the 
rocreationists in an lll-ooncelved campfire permit system that 
Is bound to breed ill will. 

Now recreationists have to get their campfire permits from 
forest ranger and forest district offices . . . and these offices 
are only open Monday through Friday from 8:30 to 5 p.m. 

It used to be. until last Saturday, that campfire permits 
could be picked up anywhere where hunting or fishing licences 
are sold. 

It is questionable how much good the permits do In any 
event. The type of recreationist who bothers to get a permit is 
not the type who is careless with fire. 

Part of this writer’s self-appointed task each summer has 
been to lecture in these columns about campfire safety and fire 
precautions in the woods. 

I am sort of an ex-officio member of the lower Island 
combined fire organization which brings together foresters In 
charge of fire, recreation and access from the timber 
companies from Ladysmith south, as well as the logging 
managers of those companies. I get Invited to their meetings 
and I usually attend ... the only outsider, to sit In the “hot 
seat” and field complaints about people who left campfires 
burning, shot up fire tanks, stole gasoline, stole and cracked up 
log loaders and equipment, smashed a gate, or ran amok with 
all-terrain vehicles. 

Those complaints have »>een getting fewer and fewer. 
Relations with timber companies and reercationtats are getting 
better and better. 

★ * * 

Last August at Caycuse the discussions about campfire* 
was getting quite heated, when one forester asked: "How many 
here have actually had fires started through campfires.” 

Nobody at that meeting could recall any actual trouble 
from campfires, and a great deal of pressure was quickly lifted 
from my shoulders. • - 

But, those campfires the Ctowichan boys spotted every night 
along the north shore of the lake, where campfires are 
forbidden, sure were a cause for concern. 

We can’t quite believe the statistics we hear about fires 
started by campfires. It seems the first thing to do in case of 
fire is to blame the recreationists. We are still smouldering 
over the case a year or so ago when Langford was plagued 
with a rash of fires and the forest ranger rushed Into print to 
blame hikers and campers — when he knew just as well ns we 
did there was an arsonist on the loose. 

We wouldn’t go all out for that Wildlife Federation 
resolution, and we don’t think delegates will either. We wouldn't 
like to see a fire let go Just to find out if It does more good 
than harm. 

We will still preach safety In the woods and around the 
campfire. 

But, we have lost a lot of confidence in*the B.C. forest 
service. It has made a big public relations blunder. 

And don’t wait until the weekend to get a campfire permit. 
You won’t be able to get one. .

OTTAWA (CP) — A special 
Senate inquiry about how to 
manage the Canadian 
economy out of its troubles 
opened Tuesday with a diffi¬ 
cult prescription from Oxford 
economist Sir Roy Harrod, 
currently teaching at the 
University of Maryland. 

For a start, he told the 
Senate committee on national 
finances, Canada should push 
immediately towards fuller 
e m p 1 o yment, disregarding 
warnings that quick expansion 
would make inflation any 
worse than it Is. 

But recovery of "reason- 
ably-full employment” should 
be followed by a compulsory 
freeze on pay and prices for 
some months. In that period, 
government, business and 
workers would have to work 
out a program of permanent 
restraint for wage rates and 
corporate dividends. 

Sir Roy, 72, long-time advo¬ 
cate of pay restraint poli¬ 
cies, was emphatic on general 
prescriptions but offered few 
detailed ingredients during a 
conversational session of 
about two hours with 20 
senators. 

”It is not my view that 
such a policy would make the 
problem of wage-price spiral¬ 
ling any worse, as some 
fear,” he said.

Physically, the university 
will consist of a village-like 
arrangement of buildings and 
a central service centre con¬ 
taining for administration. 

Each university building 
will be designed for 600 
students, 40 academic staff 
members and five or six 
support staff. 

When the university is first 
constructed no residence* will 
be provided, said Dr. T. C. 
Byrne, president of the uni¬ 
versity’s governing authority, 
but they may come in time.” 

The governing authority 
studied several universities in 
North America, and Great 
Britain to investigate innova¬ 
tions in education.

The royal tour had its brief 
moment of formality at the 
legislative buildings Tuesday 
morning then quickly relaxed 
into a happy family birthday 
party. 

A 21-g u n royal salute 
boomed out over the Inner 
Harbor, Queen Elizabeth in¬ 
spected an honor guard, Pre¬ 
mier Bennett made an official 
address of welcome to which 
the queen briefly replied, and 
s massed band and choir 
played and sang God Save the 
Queen and O Canada. 

But the initial stiffness, 
which came as a surprise 
even to Queen Elizabeth who 
flinched noticeably as Hie 
first cannon boomed out, and 
showed Itself in the tailcoats 
and striped trousers of Prince 
Philip, Lieutenant-Governor 
John Nicholson, the premier 
and other male principals, 
quickly wore off. 

Once the formalities were 
completed, and the royal 
family began to mingle with 
the crowd as it proceeded on 
foot to Heritage Court, Prin¬ 
cess Anne, who had remained 
in the background, took the 
lead in chatting easily with 
young and old along the route. 
The queen and Prince Philip 
also talked with many by¬ 
standers. 


Bennett told tlie crowd 
gathered around the legis¬ 
lative buildings, estimated at 
between 6,000 and 8,000, that 
it was with pride and 
pleasure that all British Co¬ 
lumbians welcomed their sov¬ 
ereign. 

"We have awaited this 
joyful moment with the 
greatest anticipation, and 
welome the opportunity it 
affords to express directly to 
your majesty our deep and 
abiding loyalty.” 

Adding a welcome to Prince 
Philip and Princess Ann, 
Bennetl continued: "When 
compared to*our sister prov¬ 
inces in Eastern Canada, 
British Columbia is admit¬ 
tedly a more youthful prov¬ 
ince, but we ars proud of our 
history and traditions dating 
back as they do to our 
e s tablishment as colonies 
within the British Empire. 

"We are equally proud of 
our status within our nation 
at we commemorate this 
year the centenary of our 
union with Canada." 

The premier ended his brief 
speech with: "We pray that 
Almighty God in hit Divine 
Providence will long spare 
your majesty to reign over 
us, and bless you with health, 
happiness and peace. I re¬ 
main your majesty’s faithful 


subject and devoted servant.” 

Bennett also announced the 
province was establishing an 
annual scholarship, worth 
J5,(XK), for postgraduate study 
for a B.C. student attending 
university in the United King¬ 
dom, to be known as the 
Queen Elizabeth II Scholar¬ 
ship. 

In her reply the queen 
noted it was 20 years since 
she and her husband last 
visited British Columbia to¬ 
gether and made reference to 
the abundant evidence of 
dramatic growth and develop- 
ment. 

Before speaking briefly in 
French about the advantages 
of a multi-cultural society, the 
queen said: "There are any 
number of reminders today 
that progress of any sort 
depends upon co-operation. 

"The very simplest and 
most basic material necessi¬ 
ties of an urban community 
depend upon an infinite num¬ 
ber of individuals, each con¬ 
tributing their own special 
•kills and talents. In the same 
way, communities and nations 
cannot develop their full 
potential for humane civiliza¬ 
tion without cooperation and 
tolerance." 

Queen Elizabeth added : 
"Mr. Premier, you have 
made ue very welcome to the 


celebration* of the lUOth 
anniversary of Hie entry of 
this province into the Confed¬ 
eration of Canada. My hus¬ 
band, daughter and I are 
delighted to be here to join all 
the citizens of British Co¬ 
lumbia in marking this occa¬ 
sion. 

"I Hunk you can all look 
back with satisfaction and 
with gratitude to your prede¬ 
cessors who laid the founda¬ 
tions so well. You must also 
look ahead and determine to 
continue the unending work of 
creating and caring for a 
satisfying and civilizing hu¬ 
man existence in these splen¬ 
did human surroundings ” 

Provincial orgaui/ers of the 
royal visit professed them¬ 
selves highly satisfied with 
the day's events. Tlie 1,000- 
member choir of school chil¬ 
dren grew to some 1,400, and 
they were full of youthful 
verve as they sang two 
centennial son|s, one of them 
epecially composed for the 
occasion. 

As the 21-gun salute was 
fired, when the royal party 
disembarked from the royal 
yacht at the CPR wharf, each 
shot was punctuated by wild 
cheers and waving of B.C. 
centennial flags by Hie as¬ 
sembled children. The excite¬ 
ment grew while the official 
motorcade made the short 


journey from dock to the 
main entrance of the legis¬ 
lative buildings. 

The queen and Princess 
Anne both wore skirts 
fashionably an inch or so 
below |he knee. 

They were greeted by Pre¬ 
mier and Mrs. Bennett, and 
accompanied by federal Fish¬ 
eries Minister Jack Davis and 
Mrs. Davis. 

After the formalities were 
completed Prince Philip went 
over to the two ' Claremont 
senior high students, Rich 
Margison and Greg Davidson, 
who composed the song For 
this is British Columbia. 
Davidson said later Hie prince 
wanted To know if they 
planned to make a career in 
the (sip music field He 
replied. "Yea, but were still 
in school.” 

Bouquets of flowers were 
presented to the queen and 
Princess Anne by two Craig- 
flower elementary school stu¬ 
dents, Inez George, 9, and 
Bonnie Kanhoffer, 8. 

During the walk to Heritage 
Court all members of the 
royal family stopped fre¬ 
quently to chat with by¬ 
standers and on one occasion 
Prince Philip obligingly posed 
for an amateur photographer. 
It waa a relaxed and friendly 
tune for all concerned 

As they departed the band 


and choir performed the 
official Centennial song, Go 
British Columbia, comfiosed 
by Bobby Gimby, while cheer¬ 
leaders cavorted in front of 
the assembled spectators. 

At the plaza adjacent to the 
museum Hie royal visitors 
stopped to talk with James 
.Sewid of Alert Bay. chairman 
of Indian Participation in 
Centennial 71, and carver 
Henry Hunt of Victoria and 
their wives. 

Sewid said later all mem¬ 
bers of the royal family 
admired Hie totems, on dis 
play outside the museum 
before being sent as a cen¬ 
tennial gift from B.C. to 
Ollawa and the other prov¬ 
inces and territories The 
queen, lift lidded, was very 
lm pi essed Urn l the native 
jieoples of the province stiould 
still tie carrying on Hie arts of 
their forefathers. 

There was a brief tour of 
the ground floor _ -of the 
provincial museum, conducted 
by Recreation Minister 
Kenneth Kieman, and an even 
briefer stop outside of the 
provincial archives where 
Provincial Secretary Weeley 
Black greeted the royaJ visit¬ 
ors 

Then Just about an hour 
after their arrival, the royal 
visitors entered the motor 
cade and departed for Bri¬ 


tannia to Hie sound of cheers 
from tlie crowd and Hie belle 
of the Heritage Court carillon. 

Shortly after 12:30 p.m. 
they returned to the Empreas 
Hotel as guests of honor at’ a 
provincial g overnment 
luncheon attended by some 
300 guests. 

On the menu was con¬ 
somme madrilene, Saltspring 
Island lamb with peas and 
carrots, and strawberry 
mousse for desert accom¬ 
panied by imported burgundy 
and port wines. 

TTwire* were no formal 
speeches at the luncheon but 
Premier Bennett took the 
npiiorluflity to present gifts 
from the province to Hie royal 
visitors. 

Queen Elizatieth seemed 
delighted with her necklace 
and earrings made of jade 
end gold nugget.

Queen fchzulieth made an 
old soldier happy during her 
visit to Nanaimo Tuesday. 

He was 79-year-oJd Hill 
Hulme of Nanuimo who was 
tile first person to whom the 
queen s|*oke after she had 
been introduced to various 
civic dignitaries. 

One of five surviving Old 
Contemptlbles of First World 
War fame, Hulme presented 
the queen with a mug which 
had been given to him by his 
father. 

"Your Majesty, if you re¬ 
fuse my gift. I'll have t<» 
smash it, It means so much 
lo me," Hulme said to the 
queen. 

The queen smiled at the old 
veteran, told him she couldn't 
let him do that and accepted 
the mug which bore a hand- 


painted crest of die former 
Prince of Wales, later to 
become Edward VJJI until he 
abdicated from the throne. 

"Thai, my boy, was one of 
the happiest moments ! can 
remember," Hulme said after 
the cerdmony. 

Mote than 7,000 people 
gathered outside city hall to 
give the qUeeu a tumuli nous 
welcome to the Huh city. 

They packed nearly every 
square Inch of the plaza in 
front, and spilled over into 
adjoining streets. 

Some of Nanaimo's senior 
citizens look their seats oppo¬ 
site city hall steps more than 
two hours before the queen's 
arrival. Hoy Scouts and Girl 
Guides also arrived early to 
get a good glimpse of the 
queen. 

Nanaimo Conceit Hand kept 
the crowd entertained with 


smartly-executed numbers. A 
combined choir from Seaview 
and Departure Bay ele¬ 
mentary schools practised a 
song written by conductor 
Isabel H i g h e t, a music 
teacher. 

"Welcome to Nanaimo," the 
lyrics began. 

At 5 p.m. — about 10 
minutes behind schedule 
faint cheers from far away 
announced the queen’s ar¬ 
rival. Tlte cheers grew louder 
add two minute* later the 
royal couple drove up to the 
city hall steps. 

Children waving Canadian 
flags and Union Jacks shouted 
and cheered. Nanaimo Mayor 
Frank Ney and his wife 
Jocelyn greeted the queen and

Island Hospitals 
Offer Students 
Unique Training 


Four Vancouver Island hos¬ 
pitals are participating in a 
unique undergraduate training 
program for medical stu¬ 
dents, some of whom have 
come to B.C. from schools in 
Europe, Asia, and Africa as 
well as North America 

Dr. H. Ormond Murphy, 
assistant dean of the Univer¬ 
sity of B.CVs medical faculty, 
said Tuesday that St. Joseph's 
Hospital In Victoria. St. Jo¬ 
seph’s at Comox, Nanaimo 
Regional and West Coast 
General Hospital at Port 
Albeml are among 29 such 
B.C. centres. 

The program is for medical 



students In their last year of 
training and they are paid 
$1,800 for t»2 weeks of such on- 
the-job work under the super¬ 
vision of qualified doctors. 

Many of the students enter¬ 
ing the clerkship program 
apply to hospitals that do not 
train interns 

Among the 125 applications 
for clerkships received by 
UBC, 3ti out of a class of U5 
from the university this sum¬ 
mer are going to community 
hospitals. 

Besides enhancing the train¬ 
ing of students, said Murphy, 
UBC’s medical school is en¬ 
hanced by the teaching input 
of community doctors, many 
of them in remute areas. 

In addition, such students 
provide both a stimulus and a 
challenge to local physicians 
involved in the program, 
which results in doctors being 
kept more U|>-to-date, he said.

Biology Lure Snares Well 


When Gordon Fields joined 
the Victoria College biology 
department la 1MI. his ar¬ 
rival meant the department 
staff was Inrleased by 100 per 
cent 

Eleven yesra later when he 
succeeded his original col¬ 
league — Jeffree Cunningham 
— as department head, the 
situation was still essentially 
the same. 

When he reared last week 
as department head to return 
to teaching and research, 
howev er . Fields handsd over 
control of s university depart¬ 
ment consisting of 33 ftill-tims 
faculty members in addition 
to s support staff of labors 
lory and research assistants 

The growth in siae of the 
department under his tutelage 
has reflected, more than 
anything elae. the tremendous 
increase in knowledge in the 
field during the past few 
decades. 

It has reflected other things 
as well, however, such as the 
simple wish felt by many 
people to learn more about 
themselves and the world 
around them 

One Who Fell 

Field*. lumaeU. waa one 
Hum a ho ml overpowered 
by ihia lure.

When he returned to athnul 
to complete hie eeoond yeer 
of eludiee alter having tpent 
four year* In bualneu. the 
emphasis had switched to 
commerce, but a bioiogy 
course taken u an extra 
openad tha door to "a taaetaia- 
ting area" that hu occupied 
him aince — and atill exritu 
him today. 

After three Airther year* at 
IBT. where he earned a 
bachelor's degree with a 
double major ill chemistry 
and biology and a year of 
teacher'a training. Fields 
moved to Duncan high school 
where he taught all science 
courses from grades seven 
through senior matriculation 
for tun years 

Tha courses were mostly In 
chemistry and physics, how¬ 
ever. and It was not until lie 
joined Cunningham, who had 
tnundrd the biology dejieri 
rnent at the college, that ha 
again had an opportunity to 
work in biology 

Two Courses 

'Hw two courses — sn 
tnurwksotary and s second 
year — that the department 
offered at the time were both 
geaarally descriptive in 
nature ss functions were nut 
known to the extent they ere 
now. 

Fields recalls that there 
was “some general scepti¬ 
cism" shout the theory *4 
organic evolution even alter 
tits Second World War and 
remembers s conversation he 
mertieard between two stu¬ 
dents who were entering s 
classroom in front of turn

Tlie great majority of tlie 
students, though, were very 
open-minded and found such a 
theory, with all its evidences, 
to be very intellectually satis¬ 
fying. lie says 

The number of those stu¬ 
dents — about 40 when tie 
first joined the department 
increased about five-fold with 
tha end of the war when 
veterans began to attend 
college, with the result that 
Craigdarroch Castle a former 
Dunsmuir family home, was 
being used to accommodate 
6U0 students 

Crinelli Problem 

Although college staff, in 
anticipation of the growth 
problem that would come 
followutg the end of the war, 
had put reserves on all land 
surrounding the castle and 
had developed plans to use it 
for new laboratories and 
lecture wings, the provincial 
government balked at financ- 
utg such a program. 

It took a march by the 
students from the castle to 
the 1 e gislative buildings, 
Fields recalls, to make tha 
premier decide the college 
would get some extra apace. 

The move to the present 
location of the institute of 
Adult Studies still did not lead 
to any great early change in 
tiie department s facilities, as 
was illustrated by such facta 
as that its equipment still 
consisted almost entirely of 28 
light mtcraecofies of various 
qualities 

The best among them, 
however, could only magnify 
an object by 1.0U0 times. 
Today, students and profes¬ 
sors using tha department a 


electron microscope can pro¬ 
duce plHitogruplis magnifying 
objects by 200,000 times 
A second electron mlcro- 
•cope to lie purchased this 
year is expected to cost alone 
more than 12 times the total 
value of all equipment in use 
when Field* became depart¬ 
ment head. 

The great surge In instru¬ 
mentation has occurred with¬ 
in the past eight years, he 
says, and would have been 
c o m p I e lely unimaginable 
prior to that time 
“What was, wilh a light 
inicroscofte, just a little hloh 
now is shown In all its 
wonderful detail," he says, 
explaining that increasing 
numbers of insturments have 
hardly reduced the scientist 
to the role of technician. 

Tlie department has not 
only changed in « material 
way during the |iast 20 years, 
but also conceptually For 
example, although tlie life 
sciences originally were part 
of tlie department only be¬ 
cause of it* size, a conscious 
declaim was made to keep 
them there even after the 
department's growth to its 
current position ss one of the 
largest si tha university. 

Varied Topics 

This means that at UVic, 
the biology department en¬ 
compasses zoology, botany, 
functional biology, marine 
biology and ecology even 
though other universities 
might havt live topics in 
separate departments 
"Tlits Is the way life ii," 
Fields explains. "There’s so 
much overlap you canT 
separate the life sciences Into 
compartments " 

It was partially because the 
University of California at 


Berkeley did compartmental¬ 
ize the subject that Fields, 
who was completing his post¬ 
graduate work during sum¬ 
mers and leaves of alwence. 
transferred from it to Stan¬ 
ford University In 1945. 

Caarses Small 

Other conceptual marks 
Fields has left on the depart¬ 
ment include early decisions 
to place emphasis on marine 
biology and ecology because 
of the (htrticular natural 
advantage* of the Vancouver 
Island location 


One of the most significant 
achievements was likely tlie 
decision to ensure that fourth 
year courses are kept small 
in size to allow as much 
interraction as possible be¬ 
tween tha students and the 
prufessors. 

Although he ha* continued 
to teach almost a full load 
even while serving as depart¬ 
ment head, the demands on 
hi* time were so great that he 
could not know Ids students 
as well as he would have 
preferred, Ftelda says, and he 
is looking forward to having 
the opportunity to work with 
them once again. 

Persons who suggest that 
tlie era of biology has passed 
meet with no encouragement 
from Ftelda who believes that 
the acience Is on the verge of 
yet another great surge in tlie 
already steadily increasing 
Interest In it. 

An Example 

As an example, he points to 
the students at Oak Bay high 
school who wanted to study 
biology in such large numbers 
that classes meeting at 7:30 
in the morning and later at 
lunchtime had to be esta»>- 
lished in a commodate them. 

He also has a reply from 
the past. 

C u n n ingham, who was 
awarded an honorary doctor¬ 
ate at UVic’s first com¬ 
mencement ceremony and 
wImi is a professor emeritus 
of Ute department, told Fields 
of an incident from the time 
lie was principal of Boys’ 
Central School from 1911-1921 

In his spare time, Cunning¬ 
ham told Fields, lie was 
working at obtaining a bache¬ 
lor's degree from Queen's 
University and many "educa¬ 
tional authorities" tried to 
discourage him from studying 
a tuple such as biology.

Substitutes 
On Cable?

Blackouts of U.S. programs or channels on Can¬ 
adian cable television systems appear to be a dead 
issue, but Victoria Cablevision Ltd. has proposed 
what could be a solution acceptable to all—blackouts 
of commercials. 


Le« Curran, president of the 
Victoria firm, disclosed Tues¬ 
day after his return from a 
week-long Canadian Radio-TV 
Commiaalon hearing in Mont- 
real on the future of oahle 
TV, that Ilia company's pro¬ 
posal for a commercial- 
substitution experiment was 
one of the highlights of the 
hearing. 

He said Victoria Cablevision 
called for an Experimental 
program in Victoria and 
Vancouver of substitution of 
C a nadian commercials or 
other messages on cable 
systems when U.S.-based 
channels are showing U.S. 
commercials. 

The sulMtltution idea was 
not new — it was among a 
large number of suggestions 
made in February by the 
CRTC as a prelude to the 
Montreal hearing on integra¬ 
tion of cable into the broad¬ 
casting Industry. 

But Victoria's pm[>osa3 for 
an experiment was new and 
took the CRTC, oahle-syslem 
o|>erators and regular TV 
hroadeasters by surprise. 

Curran said the proposal 
was made on the first day of 
the hearing and the reaction 
was that It was illegal. But, 
"as the days wore on,” all 
sides began to agree that 
copyright and other legHl 
difficulties might Ite over¬ 
come. 

B.C. Television, owners of 
Of AN in Vancouver and 
CHEK In Victoria, eventually 
urged an immediate test. But 
the CRTC Indicated It wanted 
lawyers to check all aspects 
of the Idea and would give a 
final view In a post-hearing 
statement due next fall. 

Qirrgit said of the 1970 
CRTO plan to black out some 
U.S. .programs and channels, 
which drew loud public pro¬ 
tests: "I would say those 
blackouts are dead.” 

But he said Tuesday the 
commeroiel-euhetltutlon plan 
might be as close ae ‘‘a 
couple of years away.” 

lie said local TV stations 
are reported to derive as 
much as 80 |*r cent of their 
revenue front national com¬ 
mercials and, In recent times, 
aome big U.S. advertisers 
have stop|>ed national com¬ 
mercials in Canada because 
their U.S. commercials are 
being seen In this country via 
cable systems. 

The substitution scheme 
would allow e local TV station 
owner to Increase his rate 
card (or commercials. The 
resulting extra revenue "could 
p revent marginal stations 
from folding and could lie

• There was still no hint 
from the CRTC when it will 
hear Victoria Cahlevision's 
application for renewal of Its 
licence, which expires Dec. 
31. 

• Little support was 
given to a suggestion by 
Toronto media magnate John 
Bassett for a 50-cent monthly 
surcharge on all cable sub¬ 
scribers across Canada to 
provide more and better 
Canadian programs.

No box tops, no dimes, no proof 
of purchase, no subscription schemes, nothing to buy, nothing 
to sign, no gimmicks of any kind. 

I hate to keep tailoring tills {mint, hut a lot of folks seem 
to think there must lie a joker in the deck somewhere that 
noliody LVLK gives something away for nothing. Yet tiie 
simple fact of the matter is tiiat we have a hig bagful of 
these hard-to-come-hy seeds and we want to share them with 
anyone wIhi loves flowers. 

When the cynics who susfiect a hidden gimmick have had 
a lillle more ex|ierience in gardening, they will come to 
realize this impulse to share things is commonplace in 
gardening circles. Some neighbor is always offering some of 
his surplus iris roots, a head of lettuce, a chunk of |ieony or a 
slip fmm his Mock Orange.

Kveiy spring when 1 pul on these free seed offers, 
between :tf),(XX) and !(!i.(JU0 letters come in asking for them. In 
the handling of such a volume of mail, quite a few problems 
crop up. and you can help a lot hy observing these fepv rules: 

First. 1** sure to enclose a stanqied and selhaddressed 
envelo|ie to carry y«»ur free seeds hack to you. Every year 
there aie a couple of hundred disap|M>inted gardeners who 
failed lo receive llieir free seeds Itecause they forgol hi 
enclose dial all-im|>nrlanl return envelope. 

Second, do not use paper clips or enclose anything made 
of metal in yiair Idler, not even a pin, you sec. to gel 
through such an enormous quantity of mail, the rnvelo|>es are 


put through a lugh-sjieed, motor-driven letter ofiener, and you 
uan imagine the fireworks when this buzx-saw gadget hits ft 
pin, a staple^ or a paper clip! 

Again, because of the production-line character of this 
mail-handling operation, it would he better if you didn’t ask 
me any gardening questions in your seed letter, for a letter 
that requires ft reply tends to slow things up.

Aircraft 
and munitions plants were 
converted into the manufac¬ 
ture of kits and tools. They 
thrived. 

As soon as this pilot project 
proved successful, the Penta¬ 
gon was taken over hy the 
II.S‘ Department of Waste Its 
motto: “Haste Makes Waste 
So Hurry Up!” 

Again the American public 
proved they could he counted 
on. 'Itiey vied with each other 
lo produce as milch garbage 


as possible, throwing away 
food and furniture, clothing 
mid t!5

It was when ecologists 
objected that the National 
< jarhage Monument was 
begun Since then all dis¬ 
carded articles have been 
hauled across the country lo 
Washington — hang the 
wasteful exfiense to be 
tossed on the happy pile. 
Experts calc ualte it will 
rach a height of five miles in 
the next decade. 

So once, again, America is 
iIn* envy of (lie world. As the 
president said in his address 
today, “The more we waste, 
Hie more we make and the 
more we prosper.” 

“How far more satisfying it 
is to make waste hy such 
joyous imrsuits as eating, 
drinking, woodworking mid 
having fun,” lie concluded as 
thousands cheered than hy 
killing people ’’

COURTENAY — Courtenay 
city council is tn apply for 
about $20,000 under the federal 
Opportunities for Youth Pro¬ 
gram. 

Council’s proposed pro¬ 
gram, “community activity 
park development, involves 
work on about four-acres of 
treed land which it says, 
would not normally come up 
for development for a number 
of years.” 

Council's proposal states 
that “the park area will 
include areas for resident* to 
come into contact with nature, 
and the types of trees, shrubs 
and flowers etc. that are 
native to this part of the 
country.” 

The park would Include a 
“fitness circuit, consisting of 
a one-sixth of a mile long 
track, leap frog areas, high 
jump and broad jump pits, 
and other facilities. 

Council's plan would also 
provide for assistance of a 
third or fourth year university 
student, with a major in land¬ 
scaping from the forestry or 
recreation departments, to 
assist with planning, design¬ 
ing and landscaping the park.

Ratepayers in Oak Bay 
Will Find Taxes Higher 


Oak Hay ratepayers will 
find themsekflfa paying an 
additional 2.79 mills on the 
municipality's general and 
debt tax levies this year. 

The increased levy, which 
was upproved Tuesday night 
over the o|>position of Aid. 
Brian Smith and Shirley 
Dowell, will mean a total 
increase of 4.15 mills when 
the 1.36 mill increase from 
the school board is added. 

S m i t h has maintained 
throughout consideration of 
the budget estimates that the 
council could not, under pre¬ 
sent economic circumstances, 


Justify a total increase of 
more than 4 mills this year. 

Other council members 
pointed out, however, that tf 
die I Midget were pared further 
this year, it oould mean 
major increases In subsequent 
years and the very persons 
council was attempting to 
protect could find themselves 
harmed more. 

More than two mills of the 
increase was caused by staff 
•alary increases and higli 
welfare costs, council was 
told. 

A last-minute increase in 


the levy of 0.2 mills was 
necessitated when bids for the 
senior citizens' centre and 
branch library came in ap¬ 
proximately 10 per ount higher 
than had been anticipated. 

While aoma of the addi¬ 
tional costs are expected to 
be atworbed in other man¬ 
ners, a certain portion had to 
be either inoluded in die 
budget or planned aa shim- 
term borrowing. 

Ilia total tax levy will be 70 
milla, up from 65.85 mills last 
year. Of this, 37 58 mills will 
lie for general and debt 


punmses; 31.98 witl lie fur 
schools; .43 will be for 
regional hospitals, unchanged 
from last year; and 01 will 
be for the Municipal Finance 
Audve'ity, down from 02 last 
year. 

Smith said after the meet¬ 
ing the increases meant that 
even after the “average, if 
you can find an average, 
homeowner” had applied his 
910 increase in tha provincial 
homeowner grant, he would 
be paying an additional 918 to 
920 in property taxes this 
year.

Hospitals ’ 


B.C.’s private Itospital own¬ 
ers, who are pressing die 
government for higher pay¬ 
ments for welfare recipients, 
likely will give their claim 
more liirusl at a meeting 
railed for Friday. 

R. J. Shepherd of Van¬ 
couver, president of the B.C. 
Private Hospitals Association, 
aaid Tuesday night that tha 
request members made last 
Friday for an increase in tiie 
per diem rate from 99.25 to 
SI2 has been answered by 
Health Minister Ralph U»ff- 
mark. 

The answer, however, was 
unsatisfactory loffmaik 
told them he’s sending it 
along to the provincial 
treasury board 

The private hospital owners 
want the same rale of 
increase for their patients 
who are welfare recipients as 
was granted last week to III* 
jest homes. 

Rehabilitation Minister Phil 
Gaglardi raised tiie rest home 
rate from 9150 a month to 
1174, which is equivalent to 
what many elderly persons 
receive in federal {tension 
plus the provincial supple¬ 
ment. 

Sttepherd said the 912 
sought by private hospitals 
would still be only 75 per cent 
of what It costs taxpayers for 
the same type of patient in an 
extended care Itospital. 

Tiie president of the private 
hospitals organization also 
explained that there were 
other isaues beside* payments 
that had to he threshed out 
with government. One, he 
said, is the growing tendency 
of welfare workers to send 
persons who actually need 
private hospital cal'* to iest 
* v homes instead 

lie said this was a ma¬ 
noeuvre to save money, with 
little or t» consideration 
given to the well-being of the 
patient who, if admitted to a 
private hospital, would get a 
more sophisticated level of 
care. 

In the meantime, another 
segment of private enterprise 
Involved in the care of the 
aged and the ailing is pres¬ 
sing forward with its request 
for a meeting with Gaglardi. 

This group represents the 
owners of rest homes, «f 
which there are about 300 in 
B.C Vice-president Juhn Man¬ 
ia ban of Victoria said Tues¬ 


day the 9174 a month set by 
Uie minister is unacceptable. 

Tiie rest homes want the 
same as the private hospitals 
a |>er diem rate, so that 
they can collect for the actual 
days of care. 

The rest home owners also 
want the government to ac¬ 
celerate payment* so that 
they will not have to wait six 
weeks, which is the equivalent 
of three staff |>ay periods, 
before they recover money 
that already has t>een spent 
on their guest* 

Hanrahan also said there 
was a serious problem of 
caring for persons discharged 
to iest home* from mental 
health facilities. The 9174 
piopused by Gaglardi was far 
from enough for such pa¬ 
tients, for whom the govern¬ 
ment paid 9160 a month in 
1965 and is paying 9165 today. 

"This is completely out of 
line," said Hanrahan 
The rest home operators 
will liave a meeting May 12, 
at which they will decide 
strategy in the event that 
Gaglardi still declines face-to- 
ftice talks. 77iey have threat¬ 
ened to evict guests who are 
welfare recipients if the gov 
ernment does not satisfy their 
request,

When the B.C. Wildlife Federation meets in convention at 
Penticton, May 20 to May 22, the whole problem of forest fires 
will be given an airing. 

One resolution scheduled for discussion calls for the 
Wildlife Federation to petition the forest service, the fish and 
wildlife branch and the parks branch to conduct Jointly or 
contract privately an intensive cost-benefit study comparing the 
direct costs of jirevention of forest fires, and the losses to the 
forest resource by individual cause, with the values of 
recreation, guiding and logging, by individual ranger districts. 

"Conditioned through many years of the misuse of 
statistics, forest protection has become as emotion-motivated 
as motherhood," charges a supporting brief from the East 
Kootenay Wildlife Association 

"The use of publie funds in forest fire prevention and 
suppression, even where these costs exceed the values of the 
woodfibre lost, the suppression of fires in areas where the 
results are more beneficial than harmful, and the arbitrary 
exclusion of the public where the values of recreation far 
exceed the oosts of suppression of man-caused fires, are 
accepted and condoned by the public." the brief laments. 

It acknowledges the B.C. forest service has done an 
outstanding job of forest protection and has reduced 
significantly the amount of damage incurred by fires to the 
province’s forest resource. 

"However," it continues, "the general policy that all forest 
fires must lie controlled regardless of economic and ecological 
considerations and the arbitrary exclusion of public use during 
certain periods of high fire susceptibility must be questioned 
and should be examined thoroughly." 


A couple of weeks ago this writer wouldn't have given this 
resolution much chance of serious consideration. We thought co¬ 
operation between recreationists, forest companies and the B.C. 
forest service was coming along fairly well. We had even 
suggested that the time had come when the nuisance of 
obtaining forest-fire permits could be dispensed with and a fire- 
prevention education program stepped up. 

But, last week the B.C. forest service declared war on the 
recreationists in an ill-oonccivcd campfire permit system that 
Is bound to breed ill will. 

Now reoreationists have to get their campfire permits from 
forest ranger and foresl district offices . . . and these offices 
are only open Monday through Friday from 8:30 to 5 p.m. 

It used to t>e, until last Saturday, that campfire permits 
could he picked up anywhere where hunting or fishing licences 
are sold. 

It is questionable how much good the permits do in any 
event. The type of recreationist who bothers to get a permit is 
not (he type who is careless with fire. 

Part of this writer's self-appointed task each summer has 
been to lecture in these columns about campfire safety and fire 
precautions in the woods. 

I am sort of an ex-officio member of the lower Island 
combined fire organization which brings together foresters in 
charge of fire, recreation and access from the timber 
companies from Ladysmith south, as well as the logging 
managers of those companies. 1 get invited to their meetings 
and I usually attend ... the only outsider, to sit in the "hot 
seat" and field complaints about people who left campfires 
burning, shot up fire tanks, stole gasoline, stole and cracked up 
log loaders and equipment, smashed a gate, or ran amok with 
all-terrain vehicles. 

Those complaints have been getting fewer and fewer. 
Relations with timber companies and recreationists are getting 
better and better. 

* * * ■ . 

Last August at Caycuse the discussions about campfires 
was getting quite heated, when one forester asked: "How many 
here have actually had fires started through campfires." 

Nobody at that meeting could recall any actual trouble 
from campfires, and a great deal of pressure was quickly lifted 
from my shoulders. 

But, those campfires the Oowichan boys spotted every night 
along the north shore of the lake, where campfires are 
forbidden, sure were a cause for ooncem. 

We can’t quite believe the statistics we hear about fires 
started by campfires. It 6eems the first thing to do in case of 
fire is to blame the recreationists. We are still smouldering 
over the case a year or so ago when Langford was plagued 
with a rash of fires and the forest ranger rushed into print to 
blame hikers and earners — when he knew just as well as we 
did there was an arsonist on the loose. 

We wouldn't go all out for that Wildlife Federation 
resolution, and we don’t think delegates will either. We wouldn’t 
like to see a fire let go just to find out if it does more good 
than harm. 

We will still preach safety in the woods and around the 
campfire. 

But, we have lost a lot of confidence in the B.C. forest 
service. It has made a h\g public relations blunder. 

And don’t wait until the weekend to get a campfire permit. 
You won't be able to get one.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (CP- 
AP) — The Ice-blue eyes of 
Toronto quarterback Joe 
Theiemann ranked with the 
moat efficient in tests con¬ 
ducted recently among pro- 
feslonal and amateur athletes. 

William J. Beausay of the 
Bowling Green University 
education department is test¬ 


ing the efficiency of the eyes 
of drivers entered in the 
Indianapolis 500 here later 

this month. 

The drivers are running a 
poor third to the ooliegians 
and the pros, partly, Beausay 
says, because they are con¬ 
siderably older on the av¬ 
erage.

-Nanaimo Mayor 
Frank Ney and his wife 
Jocelyn greeted the queen and 
Prince Philip and introduced 
them to council members, 
several area mayors and 
tlieir wives. 


Also presented to the queen 
was Chief William Wyse of 
Nanaimo Indian Band and his 
wife Hazel. For about a 
minute, the queen chatted 
with the chief and his wife, 
both of wtiom were wearing 
colorful native costumes with 
full Indian headgear. 

Three Nanaimo queens 
were also awaiting the arrival 
of a real queen. They were: 
18-year-old Valerie Collbaba, 
Miss Nanaimo; Tliea Suther¬ 
land, 14, Nanaimo’s May 
Quejpn, and Laveme Good, 19, 
this year’s Miss Cbal Tyee. 

Miss Good, also dressed in 
Indian costume which she had 
• made herself, paid the queen 
a very simple but genuine 
tribute. 

“She u> beautiful,” she said 
after. 

The most striking aspect of 
the queen s visit to Nanaimo 


was the relaxed and casual 
atmosphere. 

To Nanaimo people, tlie 
visit was a vary personal 
thing. 

Ney put it this way: “These 
people have come out to 
show the queen that they will 
always love and cherish her. 
Anyone who thinks the 
monarchy is dead was proven 
wrong today in Nanaimo.’’ 

Ney also played a vital part 
in keeping spirits up before 
the queen arrived. Numerous 
times he grabbed the micro- 
plione and told the throngs of 
iieople that arrival wouldn't 
be long. 

“I want you to know that 
this is the greatest turnout in 
tlie history of Nanaimo." he 
told tlie cheering and whist¬ 
ling crowd. 


One of tlie people listening 
to Ney’s friendly coaxing said 
tliat was the way to show 
“those an ti-monarchists” 
where they oould go. 

“You know, I’ve got a very 
special Interest in the mon¬ 
archy," said Mrs. Harriet 
Moss, 80, of 1398 Discovery, ' 
Nanaimo. 

Her grandmother, she said, 
was lady-m-waiting to Lady 
Harridine, who hi turn was 
the fourth cousin to Queen 
Victoria. 

“Yep, nothing could have 
kept me from seeing my 
queen," she said. 

Tlie crowd’s feeling was 
reflected in words the chil¬ 
dren sang: “Welcome to 
Nanaimo, tlie hub of Van¬ 
couver Isle .. . you'll find no 
warmer greeting as you jour¬ 
ney on your way."
